comm unity, and 1 >y them, not the police or judges, to be 
found guilty or acquitted. 
I In* ju ry system may not be perfect, but it is so 
lar superior to any other method ever devised for protect­ 
ing the individual that it is inconceivable it w ill ever be 
relinquished voluntarily. 
So much for a defendant obviously guilty. 
Let us 
look it the still more interesting cases where the owner 
of the nose also was at fault— where he gave at least some 
provoc ation. 


Pleas such as self-defense, or eviction of trespassers 
of course w'ouid be valid it they could be established by 
testimony. 


But tli ere are other possibilities. Suppose the m ail­ 
man to have been violating some of the defendant’s 
Constitutional lights— suppose, for example, that he was 
attempting without a search warrant to find black market 
commodities he fancied were hidden in the home. 


I he violation of Constitutional rights is a valid de­ 
fense in any court, and moreover is one on which, should 
conviction result, may be appealed clear to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


Going still further w ith our suppositions: 
For the 
sake of m aking the point, let us assume that the mailman 
proved he was conducting the search under direct orders 
of his superiors, who in turn had been so instructed by tlie 
office of the President, and that the method of searching 
had been so set forth in an A ct of Congress. 


Confronting the owner of the fist would be not only 
the mailm an and his nose, but most of the authority and 
weight of the United States governm ent— both executive 
and legislative. 


1 he defendant still would be protected by the C on­ 
stitution. Assum ing the above chain of happenings to be 
a matter provable in court, the Suprem e Court would have 
to find that Congress is prohibited by the Constitution 
from passing such a law, that the chief executive and 
postal authorities therefore had no authority to enforce it, 
that the m ailm an’s act w-as beyond the scope of the C on­ 
stitution, aiid the defendant therefore within his rights in 
resisting it— presumably even with the amount of force 
implied by a punch on the nose. 


I he lawr itself would fall upon being declared uncon­ 
stitutional— fall as 
direct result of the personal freedom 
assured by the Constitution to the obscure owner of the 
fist. 
None of the New Deal attacks on the Am erican pat­ 
tern of governm ent is more dangerous to the Constitution 
and to the Am erican guarantees of personal liberty than 
the growing tendency to prohibit, prevent or evade appeal 
by the people to the courts.

THE NEW DEAL AND THE COURTS 


C ontinued from ru n e One 
comm unity, and hy them, not the police or judges, to be 
found guilty or acquitted, 
I he jury system may not be perfect, but it is so 
tar superior to any other method ever devised for protect­ 
ing the individual that it is inconceivable it will ever be 
relinquish*•*! voluntarily, 
So much I or a defendant obviously guilty. Let us 
look it the still more interesting cases where the owner 
of the nose also was at fault— where he ^ave at least some 
proven adon. 


Pleas such as self-defense or eviction of trespassers 
of course would be valid it they could be established by 
testimony. 


But there* are* other possibilities. Suppose the mail­ 
man tf) have been violating some of the defendant’s 
Constitutional lights— suppose, for example, that he was 
attempting without a search warrant to find black market 
commodities he fancied were hidden in the home. 


I he violation of Constitutional rights is a valid de­ 
fense in any court, and moreover is one on which, should 
conviction result, m ay be appealed clear to the Supreme 
C ourt of the United States. 


(m ing still further with our suppositions: 
For the 
sake of making the point, let us assume* that the mailman 
proved he was conducting the search under direct orders 
of his superiors, who in turn had been so instructed by the 
office of the President, and that the method of searching 
had been so set forth in an A ct of Congress. 


Confronting the owner of the fist would be not only 
the mailman and his nose, but most of the authority and 
weight <>1 the United States government— both executive 
and h'gislative. 


I he* defendant still would be protected by the C on­ 
stitution. Assum ing the above chain of happenings to be 
a matter provable in court, the Supreme Court would have 
to find that Congress is prohibited by the Constitution 
from passing such a law, that the chief executive and 
postal authorities therefore had no authority to enforce it, 
that the m ailm an’s act was beyond the scope of the Con­ 
stitution, and the defendant therefore within his rights in 
resisting it— presumably even with the amount of force 
implied by a punch on the nose. 


I he law' itself would fall upon being declared uncoil 
stitulional— fall as a direct result of the personal freedom 
assured by the C onstitution to the obscure owner of the 
fist. 
None of the New Deal attacks on the Am erican pat­ 
tern of government is more dangerous to the Constitution 
and to the Am erican guarantees of personal liberty than 
the growing tendency to prohibit, prevent or evade appeal 
by the people to the courts.
